The selection of Father’s Day to fall in the middle 
of June was a timely one. Just about now Dad has 
discovered th at his summer wardrobe is badly depleted. 
His summer socks especially need replenishing, along 
w ith his shirts. 
His summer ties aren’t bad, though, because he 
didn’t wear some that Mother and Daughter gave him 
on Father’s Day last year.

Truman Should Sign 
Trade Agreement Measure 
After witnessing the rare spectacle of a quarrel 
between Senator Vandenberg and the State Depart­ 
ment, the Senate overwhelmingly approved a biU 
feltering the Reciprocal Trade Agreement Act and 
extending it for one year. 
In his opposition to the dotting of an “i” or the 
crossing cf a “t” in the present Act, Secretary Mar­ 
shall obviously went too far. The Senate has been 
in a mood to compromise on tariff control. It wanted 
to revive the reciprocal trade program, which expired 
a t midnight last Saturday, with threatened destruction 
of all the m ulti-lateral agreements made at Geneva 
last year and any hope for an International Trade 
Organization under U.N. Senator Taft as well as 
Senator Vandenberg opposes giving Congress negative 
control oyer trade agreements. 
Few members of 
Congress, in fact, want to revive the old log-rolling 
technique of writing tariffs. But the Republican Party 
favors a fair protective* tariff. 
The purpose of the Senate bill is to assure such 
a tariff policy. The Federal Tariff Commission would 
investigate and hold public hearings on any com­ 
modity which the President wanted to 'cover by a 
trade agreement. The commission would then fix a 
“safe limit” for any reductions. If the President 
disregarded those limits, he would have to notify 
Congress within 30 days and explain why. In this 
way, Congress would have no veto power over tariff 
changes, but neither would the President have a 
right to amend tariffs at will. 
Yet the President and the State Department 
violently opposed these terms, on the ground th at 
any change in the present act would be fatal. 
That was not reasonable administrative policy; 
it was blind prejudice. When the Senate passed the 
amended bill, 70 to 18, 23 Democrats joined the 
Republican majority. 
The Senate bill has been accepted by the House 
which passed it on a voice vote. It is now at the 
White House. No dou^bt the President will sign it, 
although there are those within the Democratic fold 
who have predicted he will veto it. Secretary Mar­ 
shall’s opposition is th at of a m an wedded to an 
idea and ignorant of the political facts of life. But 
the President must know th at if he vetoed this 
reasonable compromise, he would be responsible for 
WTecking the reciprocal trade agreement.

No Holds Barred In 
Margarine Tax Fight 
The fight of the dairy lobby to block repeal of 
the Federal taxes on oleomargarine is a rare exhibition 
of legislative rye-gouging, shin-kicking and blows be­ 
low the belt. There is no doubt whatever th at the 
American public favors repeal of these discriminatory 
taxes. Tire House voted for repeal, 260 to 106. The 
Senate Finance committee followed suit, unanimously. 
The Republican policy leader, as undoubtedly do the 
m ajority of his colleagues, favor repeal. 
All this explains why the opposition has resorted 
to tactics of delay rather than argument. Since a 
filibuster is unthinkable, with so many im portant 
measures pending in what may be the last week of 
the Eightieth Congress, dairy state senators are using 
a modified filibuster technique. 
On Tuesday, for 
example, the Senate voted to allow 40 minutes for 
debate on the House margarine tax repeal bill. The 
leader of th^' butter bloc. Senator Wiley of Wisconsin, 
then used up practically all those minutes in a 
rambling talk about Republican policies. Thereupon, 
Senator Fulbright of Arkansas said he plans to attach 
a repeal rider to the farm price support program, 
which would be an appropriate move. To counter 
that, an opposition senator submitted the anti- 
lynching bill as un amendment to the oleo measure, 
which hds again blocked action. 
The last-m inute rush for adjournment or recess 
favors such delaying tactics. But it also em pb^izes 
the importance to the Republican party of achieving 
the best possible congressional record as an asset for 
the coming campaign. Passage of the overwhelmingly 
popular margarine tax repeal bill would be a distinct 
campaign asset, as well as an act of simple justice 
to the consuming public.

backs. Conversely, 
there are

for 
even a few days.

The strength of 
muscles and ligaments which sur­ 
round and help to hold the verte­ 
brae together is an important factor 
but it is surprising how often a 
vertebral defect can exist without 
producing any discomfort. . Such 
malformations 
are 
common, es­ 
pecially in the lower part of tiie 
spine and if X-rays of a group of 
healthy young men were taken, a 
high percentage would show an 
abnormality of some type. 
Never­ 
theless, most of them work hard 
without 
discomfort. 
Apparently 
the muscles compensate for 
the 
disorder allowing the structure to 
function normally. 


This recongized medical fact has 
led to considerable 
difficulty 
in 
evaluating backache. 
When a per­ 
son suffers pain in this region 
and X -ray reveals the presence 
of a defect, the physician is often 
puzzled as to whetiier the lesion 
is causing discomfort. 
Arthritis 
is one of the best illustrations. Most 
individuals over 50, especially those 
who have done strenuous work, will 
exhibit changes in the spine. How­ 
ever, the majority have no distress 
and if films had not been taken, 
they would be imaware th at the 
condition exists. 
But when back­ 
ache occurs and X-rays show’ a 
defect, it is immediAtely blamed for 
the manifestations. 
In the circum­ 
stances, the physician must often 
rely upon other symptoms and find­ 
ings before reaching a conclusion. 
On the other hand, it is logical 
to assume th at w h«i there is an 
actual defects, certain k i n d s of 
injuries may lead to complications. 
A sudden twist may not affect the 
normal back but wUl raise havoc 
in one with a slight malformation. 
The nature 
of 
the 
abnormality 
plays a part. 
In spina bifida, for 
example, one or more vertebrae are 
Incompletely devel<H>©d. 
This con­ 
genital defect appears most fre­ 
quently near the base of the spine 
and is rarely of consequence in its 
usual form. When backache arises, 
therefore, and the lesion is dis­ 
covered, it cannot be blamed. But 
this is not necessarily true of other 
derangements although they may 
not prove annoying imless the in­ 
dividual does a certain type of 
work 
or 
encounters 
a 
specific 
variety of strain. 


At the present time the medical 
department of one industrial con­ 
cern is undergoing a study which 
might shed light on this problem. 
They are X -rayii^ the backs of 
all new employes and keeping close 
tab on those writh defects. 
Sev­ 
eral more years must elapse before 
a thorough evaluation of the im­ 
portance of such defects. 
Thus 
they hope to be able to make sug­ 
gestions to employes as to the sort 
of work they can do safely.

The Vaiideuberg Setback 
WASHINGTON 
A setback certainly had to be 
expected by the group seeking to 
draft Senator Arthur H. Vanden­ 
berg as Republican candidate for 
the Presidency. The plans of the 
Vandenberg underground have been 
developing 
a l m o s t 
unnaturally 
smoothly, considering the sharpness 
of the competition, and the diffi­ 
culty of nominating a m an who will 
not connive. At any rate, a setback 
may now have occurred, because of 
Senator Vsndenberg’s refusal to 
promote his own candidacy. 
Political 
leaders 
supporting 
a 
Presidential candidate like their 
support to be acknowledged by the 
candidate himself, in the fullest, 
frankest and most solid form. P art­ 
ly, this is because they want to be 
sure they can depend on the man 
they are backing. Even more, it is 
because they want to be certain 
th at the candidate’s obligations to 
his backers are fully understood 
and will be fully recognized. 
From the first, the other candi­ 
dates and their managers have 
w a r n e d important, uncommitted 
leaders 
like

of 
Pennsylvania and Driscoll of New 
Jersey th at Vandenberg might re­ 
ject a draft at the last moment. 
And they have added, in a lower 
voice, that even if Vandenberg ac­ 
cepted a draft, he would not re­ 
cognize his debts to those who help­ 
ed to draft him. 
Because the specter of Vanden­ 
berg has grown increasinngly more 
aUiriiiing, this form of propaganda 
v-as given a special play at the 
Goveruor.s c o a i e r e n c e in New 
Hampshire, which must have been 
the most remarkable panorama of 
ambition and intrigue in recent hls- 
tor>-.

Driscoll. ^ On 
'Tuesday, he sutwnitted a messag*e to 
Washington asking for definite as­

Senator Vandenberg 
would not be wasted. 


The answer was precisely the an­ 
swer th at Senator Vandenberg has 
given scores of other people in re­ 
cent months—that he was not a 
candidate and did not wish to be a 
candidate. 
This was relayed to Governor 
Driscoll. Almost simultaneously, a 
newspaper account of Vandenberg’s 
position, as explained by him to his 
friends, 
reached 
the 
conferring 
Governors and was shown to Gov­ 
ernor Duff of Pennsylvania. 
A little later, the group planning 
to draft Senator Vandenberg who 
had previously received assurances 
of Duff’s and Driscoll’s support got 
word in Washington that these as­ 
surances might be withdrawn. As 
these lines are written, the situa­ 
tion is in flux. The vital fact is, 
however, that if Duff and Driscoll 
leave Vandenberg, they will go in 
opposite directions. 


Driscoll is expected to join the

Dewey. Duff, on the other hand, 
cherishes a strong personal distaste 
for Dewey. One reason why the 
Pennsylvania Governor may have 
changed his mind, after being very 
staunch for Vandenberg, is that 
Vandenber was quoted as speaking 
highly of Governor Dew’ey’s quali­ 
fications. Therefore it is reported 
th at Duff will lead his men in the 
Pennsylvania delegation — between 
35 and 45 vot^—into the camp of 
Senator Robert A. Taft. 
If Duff and Driscoll thus divide 
between Taft and Dewey, a con­ 
vention deadloc'k Is just as likely as 
it ever was. No one has ever argued 
tliat Vandenberg could be drafted, 
except after a deadlock. Thus, even 
if the draft-Vandenl)erg planners 
can no longer dispose of the Penn­ 
sylvania and New Jersey delegates, 
fhe underlying situation will not 
have changed radically.

T IS EpSSIBLE for a m an or 
a woman in the United States 
to be graduated with the high­ 
est honors from the very best 
universities and be an appalling 
ignoramus except in such subjects 
as the student selects as a "major.” 
The so-called “major” may be in 
Umitcd a field of hum an cul­ 
ture as to provide no breadth of 
view, no basis for forming judg­ 
ments, no competence for public 
leadership. Yet many colleges and 
universities make it a point th at 
they are training men and women 
for public leadership and refuse to 
admit those who do not give, at 
an early age. the appearance of 
such potential leadership. 
Small wonder th at so many of 
our statesmen, graduates of Ameri­ 
can universities, some not only 
with one but with two degrees, 
become putty in the hands of Euro­ 
peans, even of the representatives 
of smaller countries. A man imfam- 
iliar with history, whose language 
is the unlettered talk of the side­ 
walk, who stands in awe before any­ 
one familiar with his own tongue, 
to say nothing of two or three oth­ 
ers, is not to be trusted in deal­ 
ings with 
those 
whose 
cultural 
training is universal. 


He becomes a weak baby in 
their hands because he literal­ 
ly is uneducated even though 
he may wear a Phi Beta Kap­ 
pa key, the product o f perhaps 
14 A’s in a narrow field. A mas­ 
ter’s degree in landscape gar­ 
dening is representative of noth-

Many American universities 
require one year of English and 
evidence of having passed a 
high school course in a foreign 
language.

'The theory, of course, is that 
having tasted wisdom, he will pur­ 
sue it. The fact is that for ten 
years after graduation he is har­ 
ried by the need for a livelihood. 
Have you ever discussed a broad 
public question with students of 
engineering or medicine or even 
some who have suffered for four 
years in the major called “govern­ 
m ent”? 
The first question th at one asks 
himself after such an experience 
is. What are the thought process- 
es of these young people? Why do

without a com­ 
petent grasp of English

American history and the phil­ 
osophies of life that have sup­ 
ported these peoples. 


It Is more im portant 
for

American student therefore to read 
John Locke, the grandfather of 
the American Constitution, than 
it is for him to repeat the latest 
palaver of the “New Republic” or 
“The Nation.”

Truman Should Sign 
Trade Agreement Measure 
Af tar witnessing the rare spectacle of a quarrel 
between Senator Vandenberg and the State Depart­ 
ment, the Senate overwhelmingly approved a bill 
altering the Reciprocal Trade Agreement Act and 
extending it for one year. 
In his opposition to the dotting of an “i” or the 
crossing of a “t" in the present Act, Secretary Mar­ 
shall obviously went too far. The Senate has been 
in a mood to compromise on tariff control. It wanted 
to revive the reciprocal trade program, which expired 
at midnight last Saturday, with threatened destruction 
of all the multi-lateral agreements made at Geneva 
last year and any hope for an International Trade 
Organization under U.N. Senator Taft as well as 
Senator Vandenberg opposes giving Congress negative 
control orer trade agreements. Few members of 
Congress, in fact, want to revive the old log-rolling 
technique of writing tariffs. But the Republican Party 
favors a fair protective* tariff. 
The purpose of the Senate bill is to assure such 
a tariff policy The Federal Tariff Commission would 
investigate and hold public hearings on any com­ 
modity which the President wanted to cover by a 
trade agreement. The commission would then fix a 
•‘safe limit" for any reductions. If the President 
disregarded those limits, he would have to notify 
Congress within 30 days and explain why. In this 
way, Congress would have no veto power over tariff 
changes, but neither would the President have a 
right to amend tariffs at will. 
Yet th* President and the State Department 
violently opposed these terms, on the ground that 
any change in the present act would be fatal. 
That was not reasonable administrative policy; 
It was blind prejudice. When the Senate passed the 
amended bill. 70 to 18, 23 Democrats joined the 
Republican majority. 
The Senate bill has been accepted by the House 
which passed it on a voice vote. It is now at the 
White House. No doubt the President will sign it, 
although mere are those within the Democratic fold 
who have predicted he will veto it. Secretary Mar­ 
shall’s opposition is that of a man wedded to an 
idea and ignorant of the political facts of life. But 
the President must know that if he vetoed this 
reasonable compromise, he would be responsible for 
wrecking the reciprocal trade agreement

No Holds Barred In 
Margarine Tax Fight 
The fight of the dairy lobby to block repeal of 
the Federal taxes en oleomargarine is a rare exhibition 
of legislative eve-gouging, shin-kicking and blows be­ 
low the belt There is no doubt whatever that the 
American public favors repeal of these discriminatory 
taxes. The House voted for repeal, 260 to 106. The 
Senate Finance committee followed suit, unanimously. 
The Republican policy leader, as undoubtedly do the 
majority of his colleagues, favor repeal. 
All this explain* why the opposition has resorted 
to tactics of delay rather than argument. Since a 
filibuster is unthinkable, with so many important 
measures pending in what may be the last week of 
the Eightieth Congress, dairy state senators are using 
a modified filibu>ter technique. On Tuesday, for 
qxamplc, the Senate voted to allow 40 minutes for 
debate on the House margarine tax repeal bill. The 
leader of th* butter bloc. Senator Wiley of Wisconsin, 
then used up practically all those minutes in a 
rambling talk about Republican policies. Thereupon, 
Senator Fulbright of Arkansas said he plans to attach 
a repeal rider to the farm price support program, 
which would be an appropriate move. To counter 
that, an opposition senator submitted the anti­ 
lynching bill as an amendment to the oleo measure, 
which has again blocked action. 
The last-minute rush for adjournment or recess 
favors such delaying tactics. But it also empi^sizes 
the importance to the Republican party of achieving 
the best possible congressional record as an asset for 
th * coming campaign. Passage of the overwhelmingly 
popular margarine tax repeal bill would be a distinct 
campaign asset, as well as an act of simple justice 
lo the consuming public.

In spina bifida, for 
example, one or more vertebrae are 
Incompletely developed. 
This con­ 
genital defect appears most fre­ 
quently near the base of the spine 
and to rarely of consequence in its 
usual form. When backsche arises 
therefore, and the lesion to dis­ 
covered, It cannot be blamed 
But 
this is not necessarily true of other 
derangements although they may 
not prove annoying unless the in­ 
dividual does a certain type of 
work 
or 
encounters 
a 
specific 
variety of strain. 


At the present time the medical 
department of one industrial con­ 
cern is undergoing a study which 
might riled light on this problem. 
They are X-raying the backs of 
all new employes and keeping close 
tab on those with defects. 
Sev­ 
eral more years must elapse before 
a thorough evaluation of the im­ 
portance of such defects. 
Thus 
they hope to be able to make sug­ 
gestions to employes as to the sort 
of work they can do safely.

WASHINGTON 
A setback certainly had to be 
expected by the group seeking to 
draft Senator Arthur H. Vanden­ 
berg as Republican candidate for 
the Presidency. The plans of the 
Vandenberg underground have been 
developing 
a l m o s t 
unnaturally 
smoothly, considering the sharpness 
of the competition, and the diffi­ 
culty of nominating a man who will 
not connive. At any rate, a setback 
may now have occurred, because of 
Senator Vandenberg* refusal to 
promote his own candidacy. 
Political 
leaden supporting 
a 
Presidential candidate like their 
support to be acknowledged by the 
candidate himself, in the fullest, 
frankest and mast solid form. Part­ 
ly, this is because they want to be 
sure they can depend on the man 
they are backing. Even more, it is 
because they want to be certain 
that the candidate’s obligations to 
his backen are fully lindenlood 
and will be fully recognised. 
From the first, the other candi­ 
dates and their managers have 
w a r n e d important, uncommitted 
leaders like Govemon Duff of 
Pennsylvania and Driscoll of New 
Jersey that Vandenberg might re­ 
ject a draft at the last moment. 
And they have added, in a lower 
voire, that even if Vandenberg ac­ 
cepted a draft, he would not re­ 
cognise his debts to those who help­ 
ed to draft him. 
Because the specter of Vanden­ 
berg has grown increasinngly more 
alarming, this form of propaganda 
was given a special play at tile 
Governors’ c o n f e r e n c e in New 
Hampshire, which must have been 
tile most remarkable panorama of 
ambition and intrigue in recent his­ 
tory. The propaganda apparently 
convinced Governor Driscoll. On 
Tuesday, he submitted a message to 
Washington asking for definite as­ 
surance, by a stated hour, that his 
support for Senator Vandenberg 
would not be wasted. 


The answer was precisely the an­ 
swer that Senator Vandenberg baa 
given scores of other people in re­ 
cent months—that he was not a 
candidate and did not wish to be a 
candidate. 
This was relayed to Governor 
Driscoll. Almost simultaneously, a 
newspaper account of Vandenberg* 
position, as explained by him to his 
friends, 
reached 
the 
conferring 
Governors and was shown to Gov­ 
ernor Duff of Pennsylvania. 
A little toter, the group planning 
to draft Senator Vandenberg who 
had previously received assurances 
of Duff’s and Driscoll* support got 
word in Washington that these as­ 
surances might be withdrawn. As 
these lines are written, the situa­ 
tion is in flux. The vital fact is. 
however, that if Duff and Driscoll 
leave Vandenberg, they win go in 
opposite directions.

Driscoll is expected to join the

Dewey. Duff, on the other hand, 
cherishes a strong personal distaste 
for Dewey. One reason why the 
Pennsylvania Governor may have 
changed his mind, after being very 
staunch for Vandenberg, is that 
Vandenber was quoted as speaking 
highly of Governor Dewey’s quali­ 
fications. Therefore it is reported 
that Duff will lead his men in the 
Pennsylvania delegation — between 
35 and 45 votes—into the camp of 
Senator Robert A. Taft. 
If Duff and Driscoll thus divide 
between Taft and Dewey, a con­ 
vention deadlock is just as likely as 
It ever was. No one has ever argued 
that Vandenberg could be drafted, 
except after a deadlock.

U. S. Reply Ya I — la Weak 
The diplomatic relations between 
Russia and the United States have, 
of course, been strained but the 
Russian "peace offensive" success­ 
fully disseminated the impression 
that war isnt likely in the Immed­ 
iate future. 
The American gov­ 
ernment's rejoinder to the "peace 
offensive" was weak and clumsy, 
and hence the draft bill suffered.

T IS POSSIBLE for a man or 
a woman in the United States 
to be graduated with the high­ 
est honors from the very best 
universities and be an appalling 
ignoramus except in such subjects 
as the student selects as a "major."

Govern or Will 
Probe Harmon 
Extradition 


V eteran To Get 
Hearin g Tuesday 


Harlan G. Harmon, 32, 
World 
War II combat veteran who ope­ 
rates a grocery store 
at Locust 
Grove, is fighting extradition to 
Ohio where he escaped from the 
Ohio State Reformatory in August, 
1935, when he was 18 years old, and 
Gov. William P. Lane has asked for 
his appearance at the Attorney 
General’s office in Annapolis Tues­ 
day for a hearing. 
After being picked up here at the 
request of an Ohio authority who 
presented extradition papers signed 
by Gov. Lane, Harmon contacted 
Harold E. Naughton, attorney, who 
immediately filed for a writ of 
habeas corpus in Circuit Court. 
A hearing on the writ was sched­ 
uled for this morning at 10 o’clock 
but this has been deferred, Naugh­ 
ton said last night, inasmuch as 
Gov. Lane has ordered a hearing 
on the case Tuesday at 11 a. m. 
Release to Ohio Fends 
Naughton said he vras told in a 
telephone conversation 
with the 
Governor, 
that 
the 
extradition 
papers had been signed without a 
thorough investigation. 
Naughton 
explained, “In effect, the Governor 
has recalled the papers and said 
he would notify the State’s Attor­ 
ney and State Police here 
that 
Harmon is not to be turned over 
to Ohio authorities, pending a com­ 
plete investigation.’’ 
At the 
County Jail, 
sheriff’s 
deputies said Harmon is held there 
and they will take him to Annap­ 
olis Tuesday where the situation 
will be aired. 
Harmon, according to Naughton, 
came here after his escap>e, got a 
job, married and now has four 
small children and an established 
business. He served his country by 
enlisting in the Army and has a 
good military record, his attorney 
said. Naughton explained that Gov. 
Lane was not informed of these 
facts when asked to sign the ex­ 
tradition papers. 
The young veteran was arrested 
in Ohio for stealing a car, author­ 
ities said, and was paroled for five 
years. He was later arrested on a 
charge of a second car theft and ; 
was sentenced to serve from one; 
to 20 years in 1934. 
At the County Jail, Harmon said 
he had been convicted and sen­ 
tenced. He stated he was before 
the Ohio Parole Board on several 
occasions and was told he had a 
good record while an inmate at 
the prison farm. He w'as told, how­ 
ever, he claims, that he could not 
be paroled because he had no near 
relative to vouch for him. 
Decided To Run Away 
Finally, 
Harmon 
explained, 
he 
decided to run away from the prison 
farm at Mansfield, Ohio. After he 
made his escape he came to Cum­ 
berland, obtained a job and got 
married. He w'orked at the Celanese 
and the Kelly here, but in 1943 
violated 
a 
driving law 
and his 
finger-prints identified him as an 
escapee from Ohio. 
At that time, Ohio authorities 
were quoted as saying, they did 
not wish to extradite him. Naugh­ 
ton said the official of the penal 
farm who came here and asked 
him for Harmon said that in 1943 
the extradition did not take place 
due to wrar-time conditions, gasoline 
rationing etc. which prevented offi­ 
cers from coming here. Naughton 
declared, “I don’t understand why 
they want him now, especially in 
view of the way he has established 
himself 
and 
the lapse 
of 
time 
involved.” 
Harmon then 
enlisted 
in 
the 
Army, his record shows. He volun- 
tered for the North Americans, an 
outfit composed of Americans and 
Canadians which fought through 
Italy, France and Germany. He has 
five battle stars and an honorable 
dL'^charge. His outfit was composed 
of what the Army terms “rugged” 
soldiers, 
consisting 
of 
mountain 
climbers, parachutists, skiiers and 
other specialists. They fought their 
w’ay through Italy usually by scal­ 
ing mountain peaks in the rear of 
the Nazis. 
Harmon was arrested June 10 at 
the request of West Virginia State 
Police w’ho charged him with being 
drunk while operating a car. Har­ 
mon denies this charge. He says 
he had been to a veterans home in 
Keyser, W. Va. and had several 
drinks. He said he was sitting in 
his car and w’as not drunk. 
After 
his 
discharge 
from 
the 
Army, Harmon obtained a GI loan 
and opened 
a 
grocery store 
at 
Locust Grove, w^hich he operates. 
The Associated Charities became in­ 
terested in the case after his wife 
reported he was being held in jail 
and they were without means of 
support. Naughton said he is deter­ 
mined to fight extradition every way 
he legally can.

A hearing on the writ was sched­ 
uled for this morning at IO o’clock 
but this has been deferred. Haugh­ 
ton said last night, inasmuch as 
Gov.

Release to Ohio Pends 
Haughton said he was told in a 
telephone conversation 
with the 
Governor, 
that

papers had been signed without a 
thorough investigation. 
Haughton 
explained. “In effect, the Governor 
has recalled the papers and said 
he would notify the State’s Attor­ 
ney and State Police here 
that 
Harmon is not to be turned over 
to Ohio authorities, pending a com­ 
plete investigation.”

deputies said Harmon is held there 
and they will take him to Annap­ 
olis Tuesday where the situation 
Krill be aired. 
Harmon, according to Haughton, 
came here after his escape, got a 
job, married and now has four 
small children and an established 
business. He served his country by 
enlisting in the Army and has a 
good military record, his attorney 
said. Haughton explained th at Gov. 
Lane was not informed of these 
facts when asked to sign the ex­ 
tradition papers. 
The young veteran was arrested 
in Ohio for stealing a car, author­ 
ities said, and was paroled for five 
years. He was later arrested on a 
charge of a second car theft and 
was sentenced to serve from one 
to 20 years in 1934.
